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Nelson Is Right 

Donald Nelson, chief of the War Production 
Board, has notified government agencies that 
all construction using federal funds, other than 
that directly connected with the war, must be 
stopped. Unless this is done voluntarily, Nelson 
warned, priorities on materials needed would 
be withheld. 

The WPB head is, of course, entirely correct 
in his attitude. Public construction projects 
which have no bearing on the war effort can 
well wait until after the war is over. There is 
-too urgent a need for the manpower, the ma-~ 
terials and the financés involved to permit con-_ 
tinuance of governmental activities of any non- 


essential, non-war type. 

It is stated at Washington that eight gov- 
ernment agencies have made contracts for 
several billion dollars worth of construction of 
roads, bridges, public buildings and other 
projects, all of which could be laid aside for 
the duration without serious loss. 

There was a time, of course, when abandon- 
ment of such projects would have added to 
unemployment totals, through depriving many 
workers of jobs. That time, however, has 
passed. With the Manpower Commission plan- 
ning drastic new laws to make work on war 
projects compulsory, there can be no serious 
question of employment involved. There is, in 
short, plenty of work for everybody. 

Following this week’s warning to federal- 
financed projects, it was stated that similar 
action would soon be taken in regard to state, 
county and municipal projects, while curbs on 
private construction will be strengthened with 
the warning that those who violate the regu- 
lations put Into effect will be referred to the 
Department of Justice for prosecution. 

There are, undoubtedly, some who have yet 
to realize the full meaning of the war to 
America. Among these are, probably, some 
governmental officials. 

Evidently, however, Donald Nelson is not one 
of them. Nor, it may safely be said, does the 
average American citizen condone wasteful use 
of money, labor or material, at a time like this. 

No, Donald Nelson is entirely right in his 
attitude and the general public will not only 
agree with him, but will prod him, if necessary, 
to use quick and effective means to halt non- 
war construction of any type.

Stalingrad and Winter 
With Soviet armies successfully taking the 
offensive in the Stalingrad area, it now begins 
to appear that Hitler will be forced to acknowl- 
edge failure of his long and costly attempt to 
capture that city. 


For winter is coming close. Already the 
snow is falling on that Russian front and once 
again the leaders of the German forces face 
that dilemma which almost proved fatal to 
them last year. For, once again, they have 
failed to win a city where their troops could, 
at least, find some shelter from the rigors of 
Russian cold, 


Today Hitler is faced with the desperate 
choice of continuing the fight against a defense 
which must be accepted as practically impreg- 
nable for the few remaining weeks of fighting 
weather, at least, or of withdrawing to a pre- 
pared line where he can hope to remain until 
spring comes again, 


It must not be forgotten that, even should 
the Russians be driven out of the mounds of 
rubble and broken masonry that once was 
Stalingrad, the German armies could not estab- 
lish themselves there. First, Hitler would have 
to cross the Volga and successfully occupy the 
east bank of that great river. The Russians 
have massed artillery on that east bank and 
are firing point blank at the German positions. 
So long as that east bank remains in Russian 
hands, so long as that artillery points menac- 
ingly toward the city, the Germans could not 
possibly use it as a winter refuge for their 
troops. It is beyond reason to suppose that, 
now, German forces could take control of that 
east Volga bank in time, 

So, it appears inevitable Hitler will have to 
again order retreat, just as he did last winter 
when his offensives against Moscow and against 
Leningrad failed. 


Presumably the German armies are better 
equipped for winter warfare this year. But the 
Russians, too, have had time to train new 
armies, to equip them for offensive action. It 
may well be that, with the aid of General 
Winter, Marshal Timoshenko has an offensive 
planned which may prove a genuine disaster 
for the Germans.

What can be done about people who still 
don’t think we are in a war?

When told 
no enemy planes had been sighted, no enemy 
bombs were expected to drop on Atlanta, they 
giggled in a completely unaccountable manner, 
as though everything were merely in fun and 
the alarm sounded for ne.other purpose than to 
give air raid wardens a chance to play a juve- 
nile game of “cops and robbers.” 


It is extremely disheartening to encounter 
this attitude that the war is something far re- 
mote from us, something more or less in fun. 


The coy folks try our souls. They cause us 
to wonder. They show so little intelligence, so 
little grasp of what this war is all about, it be- 
comes discouraging in the nth degree. Must 
bombs actually drop on Atlanta before people 
realize the seriousness of the present situation? 
Must innocent women and children die before 
people know a war is on, and that we, the 
United States of America, are in it? Particu- 
larly when all a reasonable person has to do 
is to read the news of the Solomons and New 
Guinea and Russia and the Middle East! 


What is the matter with people that they 
do not face facts? The same people who do- 
nate to the scrap drive call up a newspaper 
and ask silly questions when an air raid siren 
sounds! Here is an inconsistency that rankles. 
Perhaps those persons should be referred to the 
parents of boys whose names come in on the 
casualty lists.

RATIONING OF RUBBER BOOTS 
(From The Sandersville Progress.) 


The rationing of rubber work shoes and boots 
was predicted by the Progress several weeks ago. 
The rationing went into effect early this month. 
It is the forerunner of hundreds of other artiéles 
that will be rationed for the duration. 


The ney ration order will provide rubber 
work shoes and boots for war workers, especially 
in munition plants where all those employed must 
wear rubber footwear. We have faced a severe 
rubber shortage since Pearl Harbor and the 
shortage continues to be acute. No relief is in 
sight until the synthetic plants begin producing. 
When this will be has not been announced by 
the government. 


Rubber has become essential in our coal mines, 
oil refineries, in fisheries, canneries, and scores of 
other plants and factories. The ration boards will 
issue certificates to those engaged in various war 
work plants. None of the essential plants will 
be denied certificates. Unless war workers are 
provided, the boys on the fighting fronts cannot 
receive their supplies.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


MISUNDERSTOOD WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Much of the 

confusion arising from the second-front 
statement of Premier Stalin earlier in the month now seems to 
have been cleared up by a closer interpretation of his remarks 
made here by accredited Russian sources. 

The confusion arose over a line in the Stalin 
statement, as given to the Associated Press 
correspondent in Moscow, Henry C. Cassidy, 
which called upon Russia’s allies to “fulfill 
their abligations fully and on time.’ 

The phrase “on time” precipitated wide- 
spread discussion both here and in Great Brit- 
ain. It was generally accepted as implying 
strong criticism of the United States and Britain 
for their failure to open a second front and 
thus take some of the pressure off the Rus- 
sians in their resistance to the Germans. 

Back of Stalin’s words, as thus interpreted, 
was an implication also that the United States 
and Britain had made commitments for a second 
front which they had been unable to carry 
through “on time.” 

Considered in this light, the Stalin state- 
ment indicated a rift in Allied ranks—a keen 
disappointment, to say the least, in our failure 

to launch 4 new land attack against Hitler in Europe. It sug- 

gested that something was lacking in the complete exchange of 

re aga asa among the three principal powers on the 
ied side. 


DIDN’T MAKE SENSE None of this made sense. It was in- 


conceivable, in the first place, that 
Premier Stalin would openly voice a criticism of the kind even if 
he had basis for doing so. Any complaints he had to make on 
the score obviously should have been expressed privately through 
regular diplomatic channels—not openly in the press, where it 
would be both a warning to Germany of things to come and an 
admission of Allied shortcomings. 

To clear up the matter, a photostatic reproduction of Stalin’s 
exact words in the Russian language was presented to responsible 
Russian sources here for interpretation. This interpretation varies 
considerably from the English text as cabled from Moscow in the 
original version, and lends an entirely different meaning. 

Here, for example, is the sentence that stirred up all the con- 
troversy as contained in the AP dispatch: “In order to amplify 
and improve this aid only one thing is required: that the Allies 
fulfill their obligations fully and on time.” 

On the other hand, here is the interpretation of the same sen- 
tence by competent Russian sources in Washington: “For this help 
only one thing is required, a complete fulfillment of obligations by 
the Allies at the right time.” 


DIFFERENT MEANING Now, when used in relation to a 


second front, there is quite a bit of 
difference between “on time” and “at the right time.” If the latter 
interpretation is accepted, an entirely different meaning is placed 
on Stalin’s words. Russians who ought to know say this is a far 
more correct version. Certainly it makes more sense this way 
because the implied criticism of Russia’s two foremost Allies is 
immediately removed. 

It may easily have been that it was no fault of the AP corre- 
spondent in sending the interpretation he did. In fact, a rereading 
of the original dispatch indicates that the Russians themselves may 
have made the error in translating Stalin’s statement from the Rus- 
sion to English. The Russian language has so many fine shades 
of meaning that only an expert would have been immune from a 
Similar mistake. 


JUST AFTER VISITS The thing about the Stalin statement 
that was so confusing at the time is 


that Prime Minister Churchill only a short while before had flown 
to Moscow for a series of highly important conferences with the 
Russian government head. Im addition to that, Molotov, Stalin’s 
right-hand man, had made a similar trip to Washington for con- 
ferences with President Roosevelt not long before. 

It was inconceivable that the British Prime Minister had not 
taken Stalin completely into his confidence as regards plans for the 
second front. Undoubtedly the purpose of his mission to Moscow 
was to consult with Stalin over important details of its execution— 
when and where it was to take place. Molotov’s conferences with 
Mr. Roosevelt must have been in the same vein.

ONE WORD As given out here, the Stalin utterance fndicated 

that hé was not fully informed on Allied plans 
when, as a matter of fact, he beyond doubt would be one of the 
‘few and one of the first to be advised—because sound military 
strategy would call for the Russians collaborating by delivering 
an all-out attack on the Germans in the east while the Allies struck 
on a new front in the west. 

The whole controversy seems to turn on the correct meaning 
of the Russian word “svoevremennoe.” PM, the New York news- 
paper, has presented another interpretation of the words to be “in 
good time.” Whether this is used or the other variation given by 
Russian authorities here, “at the right time,” either seems more 
plausible under the circumstances than the phrase “on time” which 
started all the discussion.

Everyone who hears the alarm 
must, if we are to make ourselves 
as safe as possible when the real 
thing comes, treat each alarm as 
though it were the real thing.

They are just 
about the most serious activity any 
of us ever engaged in, around our 
own homes, anyway. 

And it can’t be too seriously re- 
iterated that private individuals 
must stay away from the tele- 
phone. Don’t phone. That is im- 
perative. 

Next time, don’t call a newspa- 
per office, a friend, a relative or 
anyone, to ask needless and use- 
less questions. Just accept the 
alarm for what it is and act as 
nearly as possible as you should 
act in a real raid. It may be. 

But I do hope, next time, I’ll be 
able to recognize the difference, in 
Decatur, between raid alarm and 
Fire alarm.

The committee of three has been in Atlanta for two days, occu- 

pying offices in the Candler building which is 
occupied largely by government agencies. 

The committee occupies separate quarters. 
_ One of the three men is a Negro. He assists 
in investigating Negro employment conditions. 
The secretary of the committee is a man. 

The committee is one of several visiting 
large centers of employment. When it has fin- 
ished here it will move on. If it finds anv 
conditions requiring further investigation it wiil 
order them held at a later date. 

That is absolutely all there is to the com- 
mittee. 

But its presence here has produced a rumor 
that needs stepping on. 

It is typical of what I have tried to say here 
many times before .. . that wild and greatly 
distorted stories get started. By the time they 
— been repeated they grow into monstrous 

ings. 

By yesterday, within the space of 48 hours, the story was being 
told there was a Negro “government official” who had been assigned 
to Atlanta; that he was in charge of a department: that he had 
30 or 40 white people, mostly girls, under his direction; that he had 
been sent here by radical persons in the government in a direct 
attempt to cause trouble in the south; that he was the first of many 
who were going to be sent in whether the south liked it or not— 
and so on. 

A number of persons apparently were convinced this was true. 

The facts are as related ... a committee of three, one quite 
properly a Negro, is investigating employment conditions of white 
men and of colored men. The stenographer who prepares the 
reports and summons is a white man. The committee hires no 
one else. It occupies quarters in a building occupied by govern- 
ment offices. 

So, when you hear the distorted and untruthful rumor, step on it. 


A JOB TO DO This committee could be of positive help in 
the south. 

It has something to undo 

Previous investigators in the south. two of them, were sincere 
men of unquestioned integrity. The ‘did not come as in\ estigators, 
but as crusaders; not as examiners but as partisans. They were 
earnest and possessed a conviction that all with whom they dealt 
were guilty, or would be guilty if given a chance. 

The result was a large amount of wholly unnecessary inflamma- 
tory sentiment. They cited firms against which there had been 
no complaints. They played into the hands of the demagogues. 

There has not been, in the larger industrial sections of the 
south, as much discrimination in the hiring of workers in war 
plants as in the larger centers of the east. This much the committee 
already knows. 

That there is discrimination in the south one may be fairly 
sure. I hope there will not be found an undue amount of it. 

The committee, if it is sensible, as I am sure it is. will take into 
account the fact that men charged with the operation of plants 
first are charged to produce. Some of them, in or near small towns 
in rural communities, have not the housing, the legal means, or the 
production possibility of hiring Negroes in the amount of 10 per 
cent. They are caught between two fires. 

The committee has already found, and said, that the unions 
themselves are as much, if not more, to blame, than the employers. 
They often have found a close working agreement between the two. 

There are these factors to consider. 

The committee can, if it goes about its job courageously, yet 
with common sense, obtain splendid results. I do not pretend to 
have any information that it will not do just that. The committee 
has a good record and has done, by and large, a good job. 


A PROBLEM There is, of course, a Negro problem. It is eco- 
nomic, almost entirely, and not at all a “social 
equality” problem. 

We, in this country and particularly in the south, have not made 
use of the Negro’s intelligence and ability to raise the economic 
level of the south. 

How to do that is the chief problem. 

So far, radical Negroes in the north, with no concept of the 
problem of 70 per cent of their race, which resides in the south, 
and with little association with Negroes, have had a larger voice 
than the southern Negro educators and leaders. 

Anyone with an ounce of common sense must see, for instance, 
that separation of the two races must be maintained in the south. 
But all white southerners must admit with shame that segregation 
has come to mean not separation of the races, but exploif&tion 
and bad living conditions. It means few sewers, few parks, few 
playgrounds, unpaved streets and high rents for poor houses. The 
warrens of Harlem, the Negro districts of Chicago, Cleveland and 
Washington are no better. Also 70 per cent of the south’s Negroes 
live on farms and no one seems to think of that at all. 

The problem is no longer a southern problem. 

The trouble is that the most vocal voices in the east are from 
Negroes who have little association with members of their own 
race; and in the south the most vocal voices are those of fanatics, 
Kluxers and demagogues who spread false reports with great 
enthusiasm. 

The patriotic American must keep his balance and think things 
out. He must depend on information. Not street rumors.

My Dear Louise: 

When I see you frightened by a storm, or in jittery panic because 
of some fancied danger, I think of a young flyer who died over 
Bataan fighting for us. He had downed several Japs before one 
of them got his plane, and they were determined to finish him. 
They machinegunned him as he drifted down, and then dived and 
riddled his lifeless body as it lay on the ground. 

I saw his picture. He was a handsome blond kid, and looked 
like a regular guy. I also saw a letter he wrote to his mother a 
short time before his death. 

In it he quoted a line from the Psalms which had sustained and 
comforted him since his boyhood. It reads: “What time I am afraid, 
I will trust in Thee.” 

Fear is natural to all creatures. It is a form of defense, like 
pain, for it gives warning of danger and prompts either defense 
measures or flight. The only persons without fear are those with- 
out understanding of their peril. 

But while fear can be useful, it is a curse when it serves no good 
purpose. And anything that overcomes useless fear is a blessing. 

The German, Japanese and Russian leaders have done much to 
overcome the natural fear of their soldiers by teaching them a faith 
and a zeal that make them indifferent to danger. In each case it 
is a form of religion—no matter what name it is given. It inspires 
young men and enables them to forget self in serving something 
bigger. 

The only way we can match that advantage is to develop a 
faith of our own that will consecrate us to unselfish service, as the 
Crusaders were consecrated in the Middle Ages. 

In our free land, the government can’t teach religion: but I 
know of no greater kindness that anybody can do for our soldiers. 
or for the young people at home, than to give them a faith that 
will overcome fear and bring the conviction that sacrifice is a 
privilege and a joy. , 

“Though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death. I 
will fear no evil, for Thou art with me.” 

Anybody who can really believe that is armored against all 
danger and all hurt. For two thousand years it has enabled people 
to face peril and death with calm assurance. 

Cultivate it while you can, for it is too late to put on armor 
when the fight starts. Love,

Age of Plastics Seen 
After War by Experi- 
menter.

| Hinges Perfected. 

He has been worrying for some 
_time about hinges and fastening 
'devices which have always been 
‘made of metal. He has now per- 
fected them from wood, and they 
work in a most satisfactory man- 
ner. He displayed a small wood- 
en box with smooth-working 
hinges and a little wood peg on 
the lid which fits into a small hole 
in the lower part of the box and 
‘makes an excellent catch. The 


only metal used was a few tiny 
metal pins which fastened the 
ringes and clasp to the box. 

In certain instances it has been 
necessary to work out entirely new 
principles of construction when 
metals were no longer available. 
In overstuffed furniture, for in- 
stance, springs have been elimi- 
nated by priorities, but Jim Bar- 
nett has discovered that a method 
of cross-webbing produces a chair 
just as comportable as the old 
type, and the new piece of furni-

Progressive Thinker. 

The reason, of course, was, by 
stressing the unity of the common- 
wealth, to affirm in no uncertain 
tones that Britain is a world power 
and not an island off the coast of 
Europe. Coming from the leader of 
_that dominion which, before the 
|war, was most isolationist, and 
spoken by a man who has proved 


himself throughout his whole ca- 
reer one of the most progressive 
international thinkers, the words 
had added power. 

And the manner and scope of 
the speech was indirect testimony 
that it is well for the world that 
Britain is a world power. For it 
was a knowledgeable speech, per- 
meated by a sense of history, mod- 
erated by a sense of proportion of 
the relative significance of every 
fact, and at every point dominated 
by the spirit of reason. It was pro- 
foundly civilized, its eloquence 
tempered by realism; humane and 
confident but not Utopian, having 
consideration for basic values and 
for the limitations of man’s power 
to make at once and forever a 
perfect world.

When 
there are so many things to be 
done—so many positively good 
things—I get impatient at the 
thought of having to fight some- 
thing that everybody, pretty near- 
ly, agrees is a bad thing.

He said liquor has 
many defenders, but no defense.

Near the end of the speech, 
he said: “My friends, hesitate be- 
fore you vote liquor back into At- 


. 


lanta. Don’t trust it. It is power- 
ful, aggressive, and universal in 
its attacks. Tonight it enters an 
humble home to strike the roses 
from a woman’s cheek, tomorrow 
it challenges this republic in the 
halls of congress. Today it strikes 
a crust from the lips of a starving 
child, and tomorrow levies tribute 
from the government itself. It de- 
fies the law when it cannot co- 
erce suffrage. It is flexible to ca- 
jole, but merciless in victory. It 
is the mortal enemy of peace and 
order—the despoiler of men, the 
terror of women, the cloud that 
shadows the face of children, the 
demon that has dug more graves 
and sent more souls unshrived.to 
judgment than all the pestilences 
that have wasted life since God 
sent the plagues to Egypt, and all 
the wars that have been fought 
since Joshua stood before Jericho.” 

I say, when I am tempted to be 
weary of this fight, I think of 
Grady, and think of William 
Booth, and I think of the prophets 
of old. And I resolve to fight the 
harder.

He did not see it as a blitz, but 
as a campaign ... a campaign 
that may last until 1944. 


But in his mind the develop- 
ment of the war is logical. We 
needed time for preparation; Hit- 
ler’s ill-judged attack on Russia— 
like Hitler’s failure to carry the 
war to Britain immediately after 
the collapse of France—has given 
us time; time to assemble and 
consolidate the forces on which 
we rely for an Allied victory. 

Importance of Timing. 

He expressed consciousness of 
the importance of timing. “Time,” 
he said, “has so far been in our 
favor.” But he added that there 
was a point when “the iron is 
hot” and added, “then it would 
be folly to delay, to’ overprepare, 
and perhaps miss our opportu- 
nity.” 

And the words were the more 
significant coming from the only 
political leader on our side who is 
at the same time a great military 
expert and the actual leader of 
the armed forces of his country— 
and coming also from a man 
whose own country, South Africa, 
is more directly threatened by 
Japan than by Germany. 

There are two possible inter- 
pretations that can be put upon 
his words: Either he was announc- 
ing a decision already taken— 
which seems to be the case, for 
he said that he “feels satisfied” 
that we will not “miss our _op- 
portunity”; or he was doing some 
public prodding of military lead- 
ership. 

Confident of Victory. 

Smuts was so confident about 
our victory that he did not even 
discuss it. On the contrary, in his 
opinion, the war has reached a 
stage where we must begin to 
think of the coming world to be 
created on our victory. As a mil- 
itary leader and a_ personality, 
Field Marshal Smuts is not the 
man to outline a Utopian paradise. 
Long intimacy with the intricacies 
of international affairs through 
the League of Nations deters him 
from promising too much after the 
terrible dislocations and destruc- 
tions of this war. There spoke 
through him the humane spirit of 
a deeply Christian man, and the 
empirical and _ practical spirit 
which characterizes the English- 
speaking world. 

When, for instance, he replaces 
in his mind the League of Nations 
by the United Nations, he _ re- 
places a powerless agglomeration 
of governments by an alliance of 
peoples, who already represent a 
colossal power structure—East and 
West—on all the continents and 
seas of the world, and on that 
power structure he proposes to 
begin building a new world. 


Alliance Not Enough. 


And as for the enemy countries 
—-he sees their eventual integra- 
tion through the provisions of the 
Atlantic Charter that need to be 
elaborated. 

But he sees that international 
alliances—for peace or for war— 
are not enough; we must rebuild 
the social and economic structure 
of the world. And, again, he ap- 
proaches this question through 
realism and reason, and “not 
through simple and universal so- 
lutions. He is convinced that in 
this 20th century all people can 
be better fed, clothed, and housed, 
and that international institutions 
are needed to further this pur, 
pose—but institutions that grow 
out of the accumulations of our 
civilization and not by a rebellious 
destruction of them. 

Altogether, this great statement 
deepens every alliance; recalls all 
to fidelity; and leaves open no 
hope of appeasement with the war 
lords of Japan or with Nazi Ger- 
many. It was the right word at 
the right moment.

Editor, Constitution: Many times 
I have heard my mother tell of 
hearing “Blind Tom” in concert at 
Chattanooga. She was born with- 
in three miles of Chattanooga and 
the old homeplace (still standing) 
faced what is now Known as the 
Dayton pike, and it was from this 
girlhood home on that main road 
to the city that she witnessed the 
march of the two opposing armies 
during the sixties. She was 12 
years old when the war began, 16 
when it ended. 

She well knew the sounds of 
war and many of its horrors; par- 
ticularly she knew and had in- 
delibly impressed upon her mem- 
ory the sounds of an army on the 
march, as they passed her house 
for days at a time. 

So, what impressed her most 
about this Negro artist-genius was 
his faithful reproduction of the 
“Tramp, tramp, tramp” of march- 
ing men, the “rumble of artillery 
field pieces,” and the “hoof-beats” 
(all gaits) of the horses attached 
to the cavalry units—all of which 
was too perfect for enjoyment, but 
a miracle of performance. She 
thought this one thing proved his 
genius more than anything else he 
did, as she stated she had never 
heard of any pianist or musician 
who could reproduce those sounds 
except “Blind Tom.” 

She knew and told us other

Prison Camp 
Story Refuted 
y Canadians

Legation Says Account 
in Magazine Has ‘Dis- 
tortions.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(/)—~— 
Canada complained to the United 
States today that Time Magazine's 
story of disturbances at a pris- 
oners-of-war camp at Bowman- 
ville, Ontario, contained “distor- 
tions and inaccuracies” which will 
provide the enemy with propagan- 
da material and may lead to fur- 
ther ill-treatment of Allied pris- 
oners in Germany. 

The disturbances, it was offi- 
cially announced in Canada last 
night, occurred when German 
prisoners attempted to resist re- 
prisal shacklings. They submitted 
only after serious disorders in 
which both prisoners and guards 
were injured. In a formal state- 
ment announcing that “represen- 
tations” had been made in Wash- 
ington, the Canadian legation said: 

“The style and choice of ex- 


| pressions throughout the Time ar-

ticle are such as to color and dis- 
tort the facts. Such phrases as 
‘bursts of machinegun fire’ and 
‘commando tactics’ convey an im 
pression of the use of military 
force, which is untrue and unwar- 
ranted.” 
Specific Complaints. 

“Specifically,” the statement 
added, “the report contains a 
number of falsehoods, of which 
the following are the more im- 
portant: 

“(A) That gas was used by the 
guards to overcome the resistance 
of the prisoners. No gas, tear gas 
or any other kind, was used. 

“(B) That machineguns were 
used to quell the prisoners. No 
machineguns whatever were used 
and none of the guards in the 
camp was supplied with ball am- 
munition. Only four rifle shots 
were fired, all by the guard on 
one of the towers just outside the 
camp wire. These were all warn 
ing shots. The first three were 
fired into the air. The fourth one 
was fired into the ground in front 
of an advancing group of German 
prisoners who had seized and 
were holding a Canadian officer. 
The shot ricocheted and hit an- 
other prisoner in the leg, inflict- 
ing a slight wound. 

“Rations Not Stopped.” 

“(C) That prisoners’ food ra- 
tions were stopped. Meals were 
prepared in the camp as usual and 
delivered to all prisoners. 

“(D) That 126 of the German 
the Bowmanville 
camp were sent to another camp. 
In fact, none of the prisoners was 
transferred from Bowmanville. 

“The Canadian authorities make 
no comment on the propriety ot 
otherwise of printing a story of 
this kind without official authori- 
zation or verification. They feel, 
however, that they are under the 
regrettable necessity of correcting 
its misstatements and inaccura- 
cies.

Tech walloped a good Auburn team, handcuffed the 
Fighting Irish. Other victims were Chattanooga and

It’s the points a team scores that counts, not the yards 
gained passing or rushing. Or the first downs. And if 
the difference over the other team is only one point, what’s 
the odds? A year or a hundred years, the result will stand 
in the records as a victory. 

I find Navy 12th in the nation in team rushing 
defense. 

The Middies have limited four opponents to an 
average of 57 yards a game along the ground. (There 

is no record of how Navy has fared against passes.) 

Anyway, unless statistics are used to glorify the indi- 
vidual brilliance of a back, they’re no good.

As a team, Georgia has an impressive total offense 
record, ranking second in the nation behind Ohio State.
